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1 34 tanks , apparently T-34s , most of which were 
covered with canvas , were seen in tne troop camp north o^t e 
Jamlitz-Staakow highway, about 1 km east of Jamlitz, at the 
eberose (H 52/A 49) training area. One of the tanks had the 
turret number 71$. Twenty-eight trucks were parked near the 
tanks. A unit of about 1?0 soldiers with four medium mortars 
wa 3 seen marching to the training area about oOO meters soutn 
of the camp. After a short time, explosions were heard from that area. 

A railroadman stated that the troops staying at Lieberose had 
come from Frankfurt/Oder and Fuerstenwalde . He said that he 
had been on nine incoming trains, each carrying about 35 tanks. 
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^^^.Comment* This report from the Lieberose training area 
furnishes no new information, bat confirms the presence of 
components of the 7th Gds Ilecz Dlv from Frankfurt/Oder and 
Fuerstenvjal&e there until 6 July 1951 « 
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
